Milk  supply  - The  register  of  Covlceepers, 
Dairymen,  etc,,  contains  the  names  of  24  cow- 
keepers  and  9 milk  purveyors.  There  are  some 
420  cows  in  the  district.  Licences  for  the 
production  or  retail  of  designated  milk  -are 
issued  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council  wiiich 
Authority  takes  periodic  samples  for  examination. 
There  are  two  farmsteads  at  which  are  established 
tuberculosis-free  (Attested)  dairy  herds;  one  of 
these  '<7as  extended  to  include  two  other  farms
